Susan  M.  Ator 

Student  Speaker 


From  riding  Harley  Davidson  motorcycles  to 
repairing  hurricane-ravaged  homes  in  Florida  to 
scuba  diving  off  the  coast  of  California,  Susan  Ator 
believes  in  taking  full  advantage  of  life's  adven- 
tures. And  if  there  is  one  thing  she  hopes  to  convey 
to  her  fellow  graduates,  it's  the  importance  of  seiz- 
ing these  opportunities.  It  is  a  philosophy  Ator  has 
subscribed  to  during  her  days  at  College  Park  and 
one  by  which  she  hopes  to  live  her  life. 

The  22-year-old  Reisterstown,  Md.,  native  says  she 
came  to  College  Park  as  a  nervous  freshman,  wor- 
ried about  starting  something  new.  Today,  she 
leaves  with  a  perfect  4.0  grade  point  average,  with 
degrees  in  math  education  and  Spanish,  and  "all  the 
confidence  in  the  world"  to  do  anything  she  wants. 

Ator  credits  the  broad-based  education  she  received 
at  the  university  as  "opening  her  up  to  the  world." 
She  spent  a  summer  in  Madrid  through  the  Study 
Abroad  Program  and  lived  in  the  Language 
House — a  dormitory  in  which  students  immerse 
themselves  in  the  language  and  customs  of  a  for- 
eign culture. 

During  semester  breaks,  Ator  volunteered  for 
Habitat  for  Humanity,  an  organization  that  helps 
repair  people's  homes  damaged  by  disaster  or 
neglect.  She  also  worked  at  an  animal  hospital  and 
tutored  high  school  students  in  math. 

Ator  is  a  member  of  the  Spanish  and  math  honor 
societies,  and  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  the  most  prestigious 
honor  society  in  America.  And  last  year,  she 
received  the  Outstanding  Math  Teacher  Award  from 
the  National  Council  of  Teachers  of  Mathematics. 


But  becoming  a  math  teacher  is  only  a  possibility  at 
the  moment  for  Ator.  She  hopes  to  join  either  the 
Peace  Corps  or  the  Coast  Guard  after  graduation — 
two  organizations  that  would  allow  her  to  keep  up 
witli  her  passions  for  traveling  and  meeting  new 
people.  After  finishing  her  service,  Ator's  career 
goals  may  switch  from  caring  for  people  to  caring  for 
animals;  she  hopes  to  study  veterinary  medicine. 

In  what  may  seem  an  unlikely  combination  of  inter- 
ests and  ambitions,  it's  a  decision  in  keeping  with 
Ator's  eagerness  to  pursue  knowledge  through 
diverse  experiences  beyond  her  college  days.  "My 
education  at  College  Park  has  awakened  in  me  a 
desire  to  learn  more  things,"  she  says.  "What  I  real- 
ly realized  is,  I  don't  want  to  stop  now."

THE  CAMPUS 

Flagship  campus  of  Maryland's  11 -institution  sys- 
tem of  higher  learning,  the  University  of  Maryland 
at  College  Park  is  the  most  comprehensive  institu- 
tion of  higher  education,  research,  and  service  in  the 
state.  College  Park  offers  98  undergraduate  majors, 
87  master's  programs,  and  68  doctoral  programs  in 
the  university's  13  schools  and  colleges. 

The  university  is  one  of  only  30  public  research  uni- 
versities that  are  members  of  the  prestigious  58- 
member  Association  of  American  Universities  and 
the  only  public  institution  in  the  Maryland-D.C. 
area  with  membership  in  the  nation's  most  distin- 
guished honor  society,  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  It  is  classi- 
fied as  a  Research-1  university  by  the  Carnegie 
Foundation  by  virtue  of  the  range  of  its  baccalaure- 
ate programs,  the  amount  of  federal  support 
received,  and  the  number  of  doctoral  degrees 
awarded  each  year,  sharing  that  honor  with  the  top 
research  universities  in  the  country.

Among  public  universities  in  the  Association  of 
American  Universities,  College  Park  ranks  first  in 
the  percentage  of  African  American  undergraduate 
students.  In  addition,  the  university  has  the  largest 
number  of  African  American  and  other  minority 
faculty  members  among  its  peers. 


HISTORY 

The  University  of 

Maryland  was  found- 
ed in  1807  in 
Baltimore  as  a  facul- 
ty-owned College  of 
Medicine.  The  medi- 
cal school  was  con- 
sidered one  of  the  top 
schools  in  the  coun- 
try, attracting  notable 
professors  and  lectur- 
ers from  throughout 
the  world.  In  its 

beginning,  tuition  cost  $140,  grades  were  sent  home 
weekly  to  parents,  and  students  could  obtain  room 
and  board  for  $300  annuallv. 

Five  years  later,  the  growing  institution  was 
renamed  the  University  of  Maryland.  Despite  the 
name,  the  university  was  not  considered  a  state 
institution  as  it  was  still  owned  and  operated  by 
faculty.  Baltimore  College  of  Dental  Surgery,  the 
first  dental  school  in  America,  became  a  part  of  the 
university  in  1840,  awarding  the  first  Doctor  of 
Dental  Surgery  (D.D.S.)  degree  in  1841. 


In  1859,  the  Maryland  Agricultural  College, 
which  would  evolve  into  the  University  of 
Maryland  at  College  Park,  was  opened  under  a 
charter  secured  by  a  group  of  Maryland 
planters  in  1856.  In  addition  to  spending  one 
hour  each  day  hoeing  or  plowing  on  the  col- 
lege farm,  students  took  a  broad  range  of 
courses  in  ancient  and  modern  languages,  nat- 
ural sciences,  English,  and  mathematics.  The 
state  acquired  the  college  and  rebuilt  it  after  a 
disastrous  fire  on  campus  in  1912. 

In  1920,  the  state  legislature  joined  College 
Park  with  the  professional  schools  in  Baltimore 
to  form  an  expanded  University  of  Maryland. 
The  entity  eventually  grew  to  include  campus- 
es in  Baltimore  County,  the  Eastern  Shore,  and 
University  College,  a  continuing  education 
institution. 

The  following  decades  saw  the  increasing 
growth  of  student  population,  excellence  in 
programs  and  curricula,  and  the  burgeoning  of 
College  Park  into  a  nationally  recognized 
research  institution. 

July  1, 1988  marked  the  dawn  of  a  new  era  in 
higher  education  in  the  state  of  Maryland,  as 
the  five  campuses  of  the  university  were 
merged  with  six  other  state  universities  and 
colleges  to  form  the  University  of  Maryland 
System,  and  College  Park  secured  its  flagship 
status  with  a  mandate  to  become  one  of  the 
pre-eminent  research  universities  in  the  nation. 


RESEARCH 

The  unique  role  of  American  research  universi- 
ties in  advancing  science  and  technology  has 
kept  the  United  States  in  the  forefront  of  inno- 


vation and  product  development.  Research 
dollars  from  federal  and  state  agencies,  corpo- 
rations and  foundations  fuel  much  of  the  basic 
and  applied  research  activity  of  the  University 
of  Maryland  at  College  Park's  faculty  and 
graduate  students. 

The  stature  and  success  of  the  university  in 
fields  like  engineering,  computer  science,  the 
physical  sciences  and  chemistry,  agriculture, 
and  environmental  studies,  attracts  an  increas- 
ing amount  of  research  funding  each  year.  In 
1993,  contract  and  grant  awards  totaled  $125 
million — three  times  the  amount  awarded  ten 
years  ago. 

The  university  has  unique  facilities,  research 
centers  and  institutes  that  attract  new  research 
projects  and  funding,  as  well  as  provide 
expanded  knowledge  in  business,  science  and 
technology.  The  College  of  Engineering  houses 
the  Glenn  L.  Martin  Wind  Tunnel — the  most 
advanced  aerodynamic  testing  facility  of  its 
kind  on  any  university  campus — and  the 
Neutral  Buoyancy  Facility,  which  simulates 
weightlessness  for  space  research,  the  only 
such  facility  on  a  university  campus.  Other 
specialized  facilities  include:

SERVICE 

Programs  of  public  service  are  central  to  the 
overall  mission  of  College  Park.  This  philoso- 
phy is  reflected  in  the  wide  array  of  programs 
and  initiatives  that  benefit  the  state's  business, 
agriculture,  and  education  communities. 

With  more  than  900  high  technology  firms  in 
the  three-county  area  of  Montgomery,  Prince 
George's  and  Frederick,  the  university  has 
found  abundant  opportunity  to  extend  its  busi- 
ness and  technology  outreach  programs  to  the 
region.  Many  of  these  programs  are  part  of 
College  Park's  Engineering  Research  Center, 
which  operates  the  Technology  Extension 
Service,  the  Technology  Advancement 
Program,  and  Maryland  Industrial 
Partnerships,  all  programs  designed  to  provide 
Maryland  entrepreneurs  and  small  businesses 
with  research  facilities,  technical  assistance, 
administrative  support,  and  access  to  technolo- 
gy that  will  advance  their  economic  base. 

The  Institute  for  Systems  Research  has  formed 
partnerships  with  major  corporations,  includ- 
ing Martin  Marietta,  Westinghouse, 
BFGoodrich,  Hughes  Aircraft,  and  Dupont  to 
apply  advanced  systems  research  to  solving 
industry  problems  in  the  fields  of  signal  tech- 
nology, communications,  artificial  intelligence, 
and  manufacturing  processes. 


The  Center  for  Renaissance 
and  Baroque  Studies  works 
in  conjunction  with 
Maryland's 

high  schools  in  using  theater 
to  explore  personal  and 
social  issues  relevant  to 
today's  society.  Team 
Maryland  also  works  with 
area  public  schools  by  having 
student  athletes  serve  as 

mentors  to  young  students.  Each  semester  stu- 
dent athletes  act  as  role  models  to  as  many  as 
5,200  students. 

The  University  of  Maryland  at  College  Park  fea- 
tures a  diverse  variety  of  cultural  and  recreation- 
al activities.  Through  four  art  galleries,  over  200 
annual  musical  performances,  and  countless 
dance  and  theater  productions,  audiences  are 
exposed  to  the  broadest  range  of  programs  in  the 
arts.  And  intercollegiate,  club,  or  intramural 
sports  provide  athletes  of  all  levels  an  opportuni- 
ty to  take  part  as  spectators  or  participants. 


THE  LIBRARIES 

The  seven  libraries  at  College  Park  constitute  the 
largest  university  research  library  system  in  the 
Washington  metropolitan  area,  providing  vital 
resources  to  researchers,  visiting  scholars,  and 
businesses  throughout  the  region.  The  libraries 
holdings  include  over  2.2  million  volumes, 
19,309  subscriptions  to  periodicals,  and  nearly 
4.8  million  items  available  in  microfilm  format. 
The  College  Park  libraries  also  offer  several 
nationally  and  internationally  recognized  special 
collections  such  as  the  International  Piano 
Archives  at  Maryland,  the  National  Trust  for 


Historical  Preservation,  the 
Katherine  Anne  Porter  literary 
archive  and  the  National  Public 
Broadcasting  Archives. 


THE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

With  alumni  clubs  from  Miami,  Fla. 
to  Taipei,  Taiwan,  the  Alumni 
Association  strives  to  keep  and 
strengthen  ties  between  the  universi- 
ty and  its  graduates.  Member  events  such  as  pre- 
game  parties,  bull  roasts,  picnics,  golf  tourna- 
ments, dinner  cruises  and  subscription  to  College 
Park  magazine  help  keep  alumni  connected  to  the 
university  and  to  each  other.  All  graduating 
seniors  and  successful  master's  and  Ph.D.  candi- 
dates receive  a  six-month  free  membership  in  the 
association. 


THE  ALUMNI 

Students  graduating  today  from  the  University 
of  Maryland  at  College  Park  follow  in  the  foot- 
steps of  many  notable  alumni  who  have  distin- 
guished themselves  in  such  fields  as  science, 
entertainment,  the  arts,  journalism,  business,  law, 
medicine,  and  government. 

As  a  graduate  student  in  mathematics  at  College 
Park,  Herbert  A.  Hauptman  (Ph.D.  '54)  worked 
simultaneously  at  the  Naval  Research  Laboratory 
(NRL)  to  devise  a  method  for  mapping  three- 
dimensional  structures  of  molecules.  Three 
decades  later  he  and  Jerome  Karle,  his  long-time 
collaborator  at  NRL,  won  the  1985  Nobel  Prize  in 
Chemistry  for  their  pioneering  research.  Dr. 
Hauptman  was  awarded  an  honorary  Doctor  of 
Science  degree  by  the  university  in  1985. 


Mark  McEwen  ('76),  weather  reporter  and  enter- 
tainment editor  for  "CBS  This  Morning,"  attend- 
ed the  university  and  CBS  News'  Connie  Chung 
('69)  worked  on  the  Diamondback,  the  university's 
student  newspaper,  and  for  WMUC,  the  campus 
radio  station  during  her  student  years.  Another 
successful  journalist  who  received  his  collegiate 
training  at  College  Park  is  a  two-time  Pulitzer 
Prize-winning  science  writer  Jon  Franklin  ('70). 
Franklin  currently  heads  the  journalism  program 
at  the  University  of  Oregon. 

The  late  Jim  Henson  ('60)  and  Jane  Henson  ('55), 
creators  of  "the  Muppets,"  met  in  a  puppetry 
class  at  College  Park  and  worked  together  on 
designing  theater  shows  as  students. 

One  of  the  university's  most  devoted  sons  is 
A.  James  Clark  ('50),  president  of  The  Clark 
Construction  Group,  Inc.,  the  parent  corporation 
of  such  nationally  recognized  general  contracting 
firms  as  The  George  Hyman  Construction 
Company  and  OMNI  Construction,  Inc. 

Other  notable  alumni  include  Carmen  Balthrop 
('71),  a  former  Metropolitan  Opera  star  who  is 
now  an  associate  professor  of  music  at  College 
Park;  George  V.  McGowan  ('51),  former  chair- 
man of  Baltimore  Gas  and  Electric;  Joseph  B. 
Gildenhorn  ('51),  former  U.S.  ambassador  to 
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Switzerland;  Tom  McMillen  (74),  former  U.S. 
Congressman  and  current  co-chairman  of  the 
President's  Council  on  Physical  Education; 
Mary  Stallings  Coleman  C35),  the  first  woman 
elected  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Michigan; 
Fred  O'Green  C49),  retired  chairman  of  Litton 
Industries;  Joseph  R.  Hardiman  ('59),  president 
and  chief  executive  officer  of  the  National 
Association  of  Securities  Dealers  and  the  comput- 
erized stock  market,  Nasdaq;  Len  Elmore  (78), 
former  NBA  basketball  star  and  president  of  his 
own  sports  marketing  firm,  Precept,  Inc.;  Rep. 
Steny  Hoyer  ('63),  Maryland's  Fifth  District  U.S. 
Congressman;  John  N.  Lauer  C63),  president  and 
chief  operating  officer  of  the  BF  Goodrich  Co.; 
and  Allen  J.  Krowe  C54),  vice  chairman  of  Texaco. 


CUSTOMS  OF  COMMENCEMENT 

Early  commencement  ceremonies  at  the 
University  of  Maryland  were  marked  with 
great  fanfare  and  celebration.  The  faculty  gave 
huge  banquets  for  the  graduates  the  night 
before  the  event.  The  following  morning, 
crowds  gathered  to  watch  the  young  graduates 
parade.  It  was  a  gala  social  occasion,  attracting 
not  only  friends  and  relatives,  but  the  fashion- 
able elite  of  the  day.  At  the  ceremonv,  prayers 
were  recited,  speeches  were  made,  and  hon- 
orary degrees  were  awarded  to  distinguished 
figures  from  across  the  country.  Finally,  as  the 
audience  cheered  and  threw  flowers,  the  grad- 
uates came  forward  to  collect  their  Latin- 
inscribed  degrees. 

Academic  Costume 

The  black  caps  and  gowns  worn  by  the  stu- 
dents and  faculty  in  the  academic  procession 
have  been  the  traditional  costume  of  scholars 
since  the  middle  ages.  The  ordinary  dress  of 


the  scholar,  whether  student  or  teacher,  was 
similar  to  that  of  a  cleric.  Caps  and  gowns 
were  probably  worn  to  keep  students  warm  in 
unheated  buildings.  Many  medieval  scholars 
were  tonsured,  like  monks,  and  hoods  served 
to  cover  the  shaved  head  until  the  skull  cap 
later  took  its  place. 

Even  after  the  Civil  War,  most  students  at 
American  universities  wore  caps  and  gowns 
daily  while  in  residence.  These  varied  in 
design  until  they  were  standardized  by  the 
American  Intercollegiate  Commission  in  1894. 
At  that  time  it  was  decided  that  all  robes 
would  be  black.  Colors  on  the  trim  of  the  gown 
were  also  standardized  to  indicate  the  schol- 
ar's academic  discipline.

The  tassel  may  also  be  colored  to  represent  an 
academic  discipline  or  it  may  be  black. 
Officially,  the  tassel  is  permitted  "to  he  where 
it  will"  on  the  mortarboard.  However,  numer- 
ous institutions  have  adopted  the  practice  of 
having  degree  candidates  wear  the  tassel  on 
the  right  front  side  at  the  start  of  the  com- 
mencement ceremony  and  then  shift  them  to 
the  left  side  after  degrees  are  awarded. 

Student  Marshals 

Elected  through  a  nomination  process,  student 
marshals  are  senior  leaders  who  play  an 
important  role  in  the  graduation  ceremony. 
Student  marshals  assist  in  organizing  the  thou- 
sands of  graduates,  leading  them  smoothly 
through  the  commencement  procession.  They 
also  supply  extra  caps  and  hoods,  and  bobby 
pins  to  keep  headwear  secure.  May  1994  mar- 
shals are  listed  on  page  75  of  this  booklet. 
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Senior  Gift 

The  senior  gift  is  a  university  tradition  dating 
back  84  years.  .The  first  senior  gift,  the  iron  gate 
entrance  at  the  Rossborough  Inn,  was  given  by 
the  class  of  1910.  As  this  year's  gift  from  the 
graduating  class,  seniors  have  elected  to 
donate  funds  for  the  construction  of  a  garden 
behind  McKeldin  Library.  The  garden  will  fea- 
ture flowers  and  plants  indigenous  to  the  state 
of  Maryland. 

The  purpose  of  the  senior  gift  is  twofold.  Each 
year  the  senior  class  leaves  behind  a  memo- 
rable legacy  for  new  students  and  visitors,  and 
provides  the  university  with  a  gift  that 
enhances  the  campus  atmosphere. 

Past  senior  gifts  have  included:  the  Testudo 
statue  (Class  of  1933),  the  lights  around  the 
"M"  in  the  traffic  circle  on  Campus  Drive 
(Class  of  1986),  and  the  restoration  of  the 
Chapel  chimes  and  clock  face  (Class  of  1992). 


ACADEMIC  DEGREES 

A  degree  is  awarded  for  the  successful  comple- 
tion of  a  course  of  study.  There  are  more  than 
1,600  different  academic  degrees  currently  con- 
ferred by  colleges  and  universities  nationwide. 
The  University  of  Maryland  at  College  Park 
offers  degrees  in  98  undergraduate  majors,  87 
master's  programs,  and  68  doctoral  programs. 

The  Doctor's  Degree 

The  doctor's  degree  represents  the  most 
advanced  earned  degree  conferred  by 
American  institutions.  There  are  two  distinct 
types:  the  practitioner's  degree  and  the 
research  degree.  The  first  type  represents 
advanced  training  for  the  practice  of  various 


professions,  principally  Doctor  of  Medicine, 
Juris  Doctor,  and  Doctor  of  Pharmacy.  These 
degrees  do  not  involve  the  completion  of  origi- 
nal research  by  the  student.  The  University  of 
Maryland,  at  the  professional  school  in 
Baltimore,  awarded  the  first  two  dental 
degrees  in  history  on  March  9,  1841,  and 
invented  the  name  of  the  degree,  Doctor  of 
Dental  Surgery  (D.D.S.). 

The  second  type  is  the  research  doctorate  rep- 
resenting prolonged  periods  of  advanced 
study.  A  dissertation  which  usually  accompa- 
nies the  study  is  intended  to  contribute  sub- 
stantially to  the  body  of  knowledge  on  the  sub- 
ject. The  most  important  of  these,  the  Doctor  of 
Philosophy,  no  longer  has  an  implication  of 
philosophy  for  its  holder,  but  represents 
advanced  research  in  any  of  the  major  fields  of 
knowledge.  It  was  first  awarded  in  the  United 
States  in  1861  by  Yale  University.  The 
University  of  Maryland  awarded  a  Ph.D.  for 
the  first  time  in  1920. 

The  Master's  Degree 

The  master's  degree  is  an  academic  honor 
bestowed  upon  students  who  have  successful- 
ly completed  work  beyond  the  baccalaureate. 
A  thesis  and  an  oral  examination  are  usually 
required.  In  1920,  the  University  of  Maryland 
awarded  its  first  Master  of  Arts  (M.A.)  and 
Master  of  Science  (M.S.)  degrees  in  fields  other 
than  agriculture. 

The  Bachelor's  Degree 

The  bachelor's  degree  represents  the  comple- 
tion of  a  four-year  course  of  college-level  study 
and  is  the  oldest  academic  degree  awarded  by 
American  institutions  of  higher  learning.  It 
was  first  conferred  in  America  in  1642  on  the 
first  nine  graduates  of  Harvard  College. 


Maryland  Agriculture  College,  which  later 
became  the  University  of  Maryland  at  College 
Park,  awarded  its  first  Bachelor  of  Arts  (B.A.) 
and  Bachelor  of  Science  (B.S.)  in  1862. 

Honorary  Degree 

Each  year  the  University  of  Maryland  at 
College  Park  awards  honorary  degrees  to  per- 
sons approved  by  a  campus  committee,  the 
provost,  the  president,  and  the  university's 
Board  of  Regents.  Through  the  bestowal  of 
these  degrees,  the  university  seeks  to  recognize 
outstanding  achievement  in  government,  busi- 
ness, education,  science,  and  the  arts.  In  recent 
years  the  committee  has  sought  to  recognize 
individuals  in  the  greater  Washington- 
Baltimore  area  who  have  made  significant  con- 
tributions to  an  improved  quality  of  life  in  the 
region.  Honorary  degrees  have  also  been 
awarded  to  graduates  of  College  Park  who 
have  gone  on  to  enjoy  notably  successful 
careers.  Past  honorary  degree  recipients 
include  Isaac  Asimov  (1977),  Eubie  Blake 
(1978),  Bill  Cosby  (1992),  Hugh  Downs  (1988), 
Ralph  Ellison  (1974),  Milton  Eisenhower 
(1958),  Jim  Henson  (1978),  Hubert  H. 
Humphey  (1965),  Lyndon  Baines  Johnson 
(1963),  and  Andrew  Wyeth  (1964). 
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Jehan  Sadat 

Honorary  Doctor  of  Public  Service 
and  Commencement  Speaker 


A  "gnawing  desire  to  serve  and  to  help 
one's  people"  lies  at  the  heart  of  the 
numerous  social  welfare  projects  spear- 
headed by  Jehan  Sadat.  In  her  various 
roles  as  teacher,  author,  activist,  and  humanitarian, 
Mrs.  Sadat  has  championed  the  cause  of  the 
oppressed  and  disabled,  following  the  lead  of  her 
late  husband,  the  statesman  and  peacemaker, 
Anwar  Sadat. 

Mrs.  Sadat  began  her  social  welfare  activities  sever- 
al years  before  her  husband  became  president  of 
Egypt.  She  started  a  women's  emancipation  move- 
ment in  her  village  of  Talla,  aimed  at  helping 
women  become  more  self-sufficient  and  employ- 
able. Since  then,  her  work  has  been  instrumental  in 
reshaping  Egypt's  attitudes  and  laws  affecting 
women.  She  pushed  legislature,  commonlv  known 
as  "Jehan's  Law,"  through  the  Egyptian  parliament 
that  gives  women  greater  power  to  control  the  fate 
of  their  families  in  case  of  divorce.  She  is  also  the 
founder  of  the  Arab  African  Women's  League  in 
addition  to  participating  in  numerous  international 
conferences  on  women's  rights. 

Her  efforts  in  providing  care  for  veterans  of  war 
began  in  1967  when  she  was  among  the  first  to 
reach  the  Suez  front  to  comfort  the  wounded.  Mrs. 
Sadat  went  on  to  found  the  Al-Wafa  Wa  Amal 
(Faith  and  Hope)  Society  which  built  the  largest 
hospital  and  medical  rehabilitation  center  in  the 
Middle  East  for  the  treatment  of  handicapped  veter- 
ans and  children.  Supported  totally  on  donations 
from  throughout  the  world,  Al-Wafa  Wa  Amal  is  a 
fully  integrated  city,  complete  with  clinics,  rehabili- 


tation centers,  vocational  training  departments,  and 
recreation  areas  for  its  2,000  patients. 

Her  social  activities  extend  to  helping  orphaned 
children,  as  well.  In  1977,  Mrs.  Sadat  initiated  the 
idea  of  S.O.S.  Children's  Villages  in  Egypt.  The  vil- 
lages offer  orphans  the  opportunitv  to  lead  a  family 
life  within  a  nurturing  atmosphere. 

Mrs.  Sadat  believes  "the  most  precious  capital  any 
countrv  can  have  is  an  educated  citizen."  To  that 
end,  she  established  sweeping  programs  in  Egypt  to 
eradicate  illiteracy.  In  her  own  quest  for  knowledge, 
Mrs.  Sadat  earned  a  B.A.  degree  from  Cairo 
University  at  the  age  of  40.  She  went  on  to  earn  an 
M.A.  and  a  doctorate  degree  in  Arabic  Literature 
from  Cairo  University  where  she  has  also  taught  for 
a  number  of  years. 

At  the  University  of  Maryland  at  College  Park,  Mrs. 
Sadat  is  a  senior  fellow  at  the  Center  for 
International  Development  and  Conflict 
Management,  an  academic  center  committed  to 
exploring  peaceful  solutions  to  the  problems  faced 
by  humanity.  Through  that  office  she  co-chairs  the 
committee  for  the  establishment  of  the  Anwar  Sadat 
Chair  for  Population,  Development,  and  Peace  with 
U.S.  Senator  Joseph  Tydings.  When  fully  funded, 
the  Anwar  Sadat  Chair  will  bring  together  political 
and  academic  leaders  to  conduct  research,  teach 
students,  and  provide  recommendations  on  matters 
of  peaceful  development  in  the  Middle  East  and 
other  troubled  regions. 
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Joseph  R.  Hardiman 

1994  Distinguished  Alumnus 


Joseph  R.  Hardiman,'59,  has  a  vision  for  the 
stock  market  of  "the  next  100  years"  that 
doesn't  involve  chaotic,  ticker  tape-covered 
floors  and  traders  hollering  bids.  Rather, 
Hardiman,  president  and  chief  executive  offi- 
cer of  the  computerized  Nasdaq  stock  market  and 
its  parent  company,  the  National  Association  of 
Securities  Dealers,  Inc.  (NASD),  predicts  that  only 
the  lingering  dinosaurs  of  the  last  industrial  revolu- 
tion will  fail  to  list  their  stocks  on  his  exchange. 

A  lawyer  with  a  B.A.  degree  in  government  and 
politics  from  the  University  of  Maryland  at  College 
Park,  and  an  LL.D.  from  the  University  of  Maryland 
at  Baltimore,  Hardiman  has  been  president  of  the 
NASD  since  1987,  taking  over  just  weeks  after  the 
market  crashed  in  October  of  that  year.  Prior  to 
assuming  this  role,  he  was  chief  operating  officer 
for  the  Baltimore-based  accounting  firm  of  Alex. 
Brown  &  Sons. 


Nasdaq  is  not  a  place  like  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange;  rather,  it  is  an  association  of  472  "market 
maker"  firms  tied  together  by  telephone  lines  and 
computers.  Investors  buy  and  sell  from  the  market 
makers,  who  monitor  current  stock  prices  by  com- 
puter, eliminating  the  auction  format  of  the  NYSE. 

Already  at  work  developing  similar  systems  in 
Eastern  Europe,  Hardiman  envisions  the  world's 
stock  trading  connected  by  his  screen-based  trading 
format.  "I  think  eventually  you  will  see  all  the  mar- 
kets of  the  world  linked  together  through  telecom- 
munications networks,"  he  says.  "And  screen-based 
markets  are  going  to  allow  you  to  do  that,  not  the 
old  exchanges." 

Hardiman  currently  serves  on  the  Board  of  Visitors 
of  the  University  of  Maryland  School  of  Law  in 
addition  to  various  other  civic  and  securities  indus- 
try involvements,  including  the  Advisory  Boards  of 
Vanderbilt  University  Financial  Markets  Research 
Center,  the  University  of  California  Securities 
Regulation  Institute,  the  SEC  Emerging  Markets 
Advisory  Committee  and  on  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Securities  Industry  Foundation  for  Economic 
Education. 


Under  Hardiman's  leadership,  Nasdaq  (short  for 
the  National  Association  of  Securities  Dealers 
Automated  Quotation  system)  has  grown  from  a 
small  obscure  market  to  the  main  competition  of  the 
venerable  New  York  Stock  Exchange  in  the  number 
of  shares  traded.  With  corporations  such  as  Apple, 
MCI  Communications,  and  Microsoft  listed  on 
Nasdaq,  the  exchange  boasts  major  companies  com- 
parable to  any  of  the  blue  chips  listed  on  the  Big 
Board. 


Hardiman  received  his  aivard  at  a  dinner  hosted  by  President  Kirwan  on  May  18th.

Allen  J.  Krowe 

Honorary  Doctor  of  Science  in 
Business  and  Management 


Allen  J.  Krowe  says  that  his  dedication 
to  higher  education  is  his  way  of 
investing  in  the  future.  He  is  continual- 
ly inspired  by  the  potential  of  young 
people  as  they  work  to  better  their  minds  through 
higher  learning.  "I  think  of  each  young  person  as  a 
fresh  canvas,"  he  says.  "With  each  canvas  there  are 
no  lines,  no  colors,  yet  each  holds  the  potential  to  be 
a  Rembrandt." 

Krowe,  who  is  being  honored  today  with  a  Doctor 
of  Science  in  Business  and  Management,  is  vice 
chairman  of  Texaco.  Since  graduating  from  the  uni- 
versity with  a  B.S.  degree  in  accounting  and  eco- 
nomics in  1954,  his  dedication  to  contributing  to  the 
future  of  young  people  at  College  Park  has  been 
significant.  In  establishing  the  Allen  J.  Krowe 
Awards  for  Teaching  in  the  College  of  Business  and 
Management  in  1986,  Krowe  sought  to  recognize 
the  important  influence  of  strong  professors  on  a 
student's  education — something  he  credits  with  his 
own  success.  "When  a  wonderful  school  has  won- 
derful teachers,  it  can  wind  the  clock  spring  of  a 
student  very,  very  tightly,"  he  says.  "And  that 
winding  can  last  a  long  time.  It  really  can  have  a 
tremendous  boost  in  one's  career,  and  I've  never 
forgotten  it." 

Krowe  also  served  as  chair  of  the  extremely  success- 
ful University  System  Campaign  for  Maryland,  rais- 
ing more  than  $278  million,  $78  million  above  the 
original  goal.  He  is  a  long-time  director  of  the 
University  of  Maryland  Foundation  and  most 


recently  became  a  member  of  President  William  E. 
Kirwan's  Board  of  Visitors. 

A  former  fighter  pilot  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force,  Krowe 
joined  International  Business  Machines  (IBM)  in 
1960.  After  holding  a  series  of  management  posi- 
tions with  increasing  responsibility,  Krowe  was 
promoted  to  a  vice  president  in  1975.  His  rise 
through  the  ranks  of  IBM  continued,  and  in  1986,  he 
was  named  senior  vice  president  responsible  for 
worldwide  development  and  U.S.  manufacturing 
for  IBM's  Information  Systems  and  Communi- 
cations Group,  Informations  Systems  and  Products 
Group,  Real  Estate  and  Construction  Division,  and 
the  Rolm  Corporation,  an  IBM  subsidiary.  Soon 
after,  Krowe  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  IBM.  In  early  1988  he  was  elected  executive  vice 
president  of  the  company. 

Later  that  year  Krowe  began  his  new  challenge  at 
Texaco,  Inc.,  as  senior  vice  president  and  chief 
financial  officer.  He  was  elected  vice  chairman  in 
April  1993,  overseeing  Texaco's  worldwide  chemi- 
cal activities,  finance  and  planning. 

In  addition  to  his  continuing  work  for  the 
University  of  Maryland  at  College  Park,  Krowe 
serves  on  the  boards  of  The  Business  Council  of 
New  York  State,  the  Business  Committee  for  the 
Arts,  Infomart,  IBJ  Schroder  Bank  and  Trust 
Company,  PPG  Industries,  Inc.,  and  the 
Westchester-Putnam  Council  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America.
